The improvement comprises an axial 
piston machine with a swash plate wherein provided in the swash plate or the control piston, 
there is a resilient element which acts on the slide block with a force directed towards the regions 
fixing the slide block for the purposes of preventing inadvertent rotation of the slide block.
